as fal into ſinne after baptiſme. After we haue re⸗ 
ceaued the holy ghoſt, we may depart from grace 
geuen, and fall into ſinne, and by the grace of God

therefoze, they are to be comdemned, whiche ſay 
they can no moꝛe ſinne as long as thep lyue here,

kindle their loue towardes God: So, toꝛ curious

Ceremonies,and aucthozitie in controuer⸗ 
ſies ot fayth: And yet it is not lawkuil fo2 the 


Church to oꝛdayne any thyng that is contrarie to 
B iii Gods 
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Gods wozde wzitten,neyther may it ſo expounde 
one place of ſcripture, thatit be repugnaunt to 
another. wdheretoze , although the Churche be a 
witneſſe and a keper of holy wat : yet, as it ought 
not to decree anything agaynlt the ſame, ſo be⸗ 


ſides the ſame, ought it not to enfozce any thing 
to be beleued foz neceſſitie of ſaluation. 


Oftheaucthoritie of generall 


Counſelles. 

Enerall Counſels may not be gathered to⸗ 

gether without the commaundement and 

wyll ol pꝛinces. And when they be gathered 
together (foꝛaſmuche as they be an aſſemblie of 
men, wherof all be not gouerned with the ſpirite 
# wozdof God) they mayerre,and ſometyme haue 
erred, euen in thinges parteynyng vnto God. 
noherkoꝛe, thinges ozdayned by them as neceſſarp 
to faluation, haue neyther ſtrength noꝛ aucthoꝛi⸗ 
tie, vnleſle it map be declared that they be taken 
out of holy Scripture. 


Of Purgatorie. 


"YE Romthe doctrine concernyng purgato⸗ 
rie, pardons, woꝛſhipping and adoꝛation al⸗ 
well ok images, as ot reliques, and alſo inuo⸗ 
cation of Saintes, is a fonde thing, vainly inuen- 
ted, and grounded vpon no warrantie of Scrip- 
ture, but rather repugnaunt tothe wozde of God;

gation. 


E is not lawlul ſoꝛ any man to fake vpon hym 
the office olf publique pzeachyng , 02 miniſtring 
the Sacramentes in the congregation, befoze 
he be lawfully called and ſent to execute the ſame. 
Andthoſe weought to iudge lawſully called and 
ſent, whiche be choſen and called to this wozke by 
men who haue publique aucthoꝛitie geuen vnto 
them in the congregation, to call and lende mini⸗ 
fters into the Lozdes vineparde. 


Of ſpeakyng in the congrega- 
tion, in ſuch a tongue as the peo- 
ple vnderſtandeth. 


1 is athing playnely repugnaunt to the woꝛde 
ol God, a the cuſtome ofthe pꝛimitiue Churche, 
to haue publique pꝛaper in the Churche , oꝛ co 
miniſter the Sacramentes in a tongue not vn- 
derſtanded of the people. 


Ofthe Sacramentes. 


Acramentes oꝛdayned of Chꝛille, be not onely 
badges oꝛ tokẽs of Chꝛiſtian mens p2ofeſſion: 
but rather they be certaine ſure witnelles and 
effectuall ſignesof grace and Gods good wyll to⸗ 
wardes vs, by the which he doth wozkie —_— 
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in vs, and doth not only quicken, but allo ſtreng⸗ 
then and confirme our fayth in hym. 

There are two Sacramentes ozdayned of 
Chꝛiſte our Loꝛde in the Goſpell, that is toſay, 
Baptiſme, and the Supper ok the Loꝛde. 

Thoſe fpue , commonly called Sacramentes, 
that is to ſap, Confirmation, Penaunce, Oꝛders, 
Matrimome, and extreme Unction, are not to 
be compted foꝛ Sacramentes of the goſ2el, being 
ſuch as haue growen partly of the coꝛrupt folow- 
ing ol the Apoſtles, partlp are ſtates o? lite alo wed 
in the ſcriptures: but pet haue not lyke nature cf 
Sacramentes with Baptiſme and the Loꝛdeg 
Supper, fo: that they haue not any viſible ſigne 
oꝛ ceremonie oꝛdapned of God. 

The Sacramentes were not oꝛdapned of 
Chꝛiſt to be gaſed vpon,o2 to be carped about: but 
that we ſhould duely vſe them. And in ſuch only, 
as woꝛthyly receaue the ſame, they haue a whole⸗ 
ſome effect oꝛ operation: But they that receaue 
them vnwozthyly, purchaſe to them ſelues dam. 
nation, as S. Paul ſapth. 


26 Of the vnworthyneſſe of the mini- 


ſters, which hinder not the effect of the 
Sacramentes. 


Lthough in the viſtble Churche the euyl be 
euer myngled with the good, a ſometime the 
eupll haue cheele aucthozitie in the nuniſtra⸗ 


tion

tion of the wozde a Dacramentes: yet fozaſmuch 
as they do not the ſame in their owne name but 
in Chaites, and do miniſter by his commiſſion 
and aucthoꝛitie, we map ble their miniſterie,both 
in hearing the woꝛd ol God, a in the receauing of 
the Sacramentes. Neither is þ effecte of Chailtes 
oꝛdinaunce taken away by their wickedneſſe,noz 
the grace of Gods gyftes diminiſhed from ſuch as 
by fayth a ryghtly do receaue the Sacramentes 
miniſtred vnto them, which be effectuall,becauſe 
of Chꝛiſtes inſtitution and pꝛomiſe, although 
they be miniſtred by euyll men. 

Neuerthelelle, it apparteyneth to the diſcipline 
ofthe Churche, that enquirie be made of euyl mi⸗ 
niſters, and that they be accuſed by thoſe that 


haue knowledge ot their offences: and finally, be⸗ 


viig founde gyltie by iuſt iudgement, de depoſed. 


Of Baptiſme. 


Aptiſme is not only a ligne of pꝛoleſſion, and 
marke of difference, whereby Chꝛiſtian men 
are diſcerned from other that be not chꝛiſte⸗ 
ned: but is alſo a ſigne of regeneration oz newe 
byꝛth, whereby as by an inſtrument, they that 
receaue baptiſme rightly, are grafted into the 
Church:the pꝛomiſes of the foꝛgeueneſſe of ſinne, 
c ot our adoption to be the ſonnes of God, by the 
holy ghoſt,are viſibly ſigned and ſealed: fayth is 
contyꝛmed: and grace mcrea;cd by — of pzay- 
i er 
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er vnto God. The baptiſnie ol young childꝛen, is 
in any wyſe to be retapned in the Churche, as 
moſt agreable with the inſtitution of Chile, 


Of the Lordes ſupper. 


DE Supper of the Loꝛd, is not only a ſigne 
ofthe loue that Chaſttans ought to haue a- 
mong them felues one to another: but ra⸗ 
ther it is a Sacrament of our redemption by 
Chꝛiſtes death. Inſomuch that to ſuche as ryght- 
lie, woꝛthylp, and with fayth rece aue the (ame, 
the bꝛead whiche we bzeake is a partcatyng di 
the body of Chaiſte,andlukewyſe the cuppe oi klel⸗ 
ling. is a parttakyng of the bloodof Chute. 
Tranſubſtantiation ( oz the chaunge ofthe ſub- 
ſtaunce of bzeadand wine) in the Supper ol the 
Loꝛde, can not be pꝛoued by holpe wart: but is re⸗ 
pugnaunt to the plapne woꝛdes ol ſcripture, 
ouerthꝛoweth the nature of a Sacrament, and 
hath geuen occaſion to many ſuperſtitions. 
The bodp of Chꝛiſte is geuen, taken, and eaten 
in the Supper only after an heauenly and ſpiri⸗ 
tuall maner : And the meane whereby the bo⸗ 
dyof Chxte is receaued and eaten in the Sup⸗ 
per, is fapth. 
The Sacrament of the Loꝛdes Supper was 
not by Chꝛiſtes oꝛdinaunce reſerued, carped a- 
bout, lpkted vp, oꝛ woꝛſhipped. 


Of 
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of Chriſte in the vſe of the Lordes Supper. 


DE wicked, and ſuche as be voyde of a liue⸗ 

lye fayth, although they do carnally and vi⸗ 

ſibly pꝛeſſe with their teeth (as Saint Au⸗ 

ulline ſayth) the Sacrament of the bodye and 

lood of Chꝛiſt: yet in no wyſe are they partakers 

of Chꝛiſte, but rather to their condemnation do

Dat perſon whiche by open denuntiation of

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he be openly reconciled by penaunce, and recea⸗ 
ued into the Churche.by a iudge that hath auc- 


Of che craditions of the Churche.

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times they haue ben diuerſe, and may be chaun- 
ged accoꝛdyng to the diuerſitie of Countreys, 
times, and mens maners, ſo that nothing be oz- 
deyned againſt Gods wozde. 1dhoſoeuer thꝛough 
his pꝛiuate iudgement, wyllyngly and purpoſely 
doth openly bzeake the traditions and ceremo-
